More City School State Aid, Less For 
High School; Higher Local HS Rate 


The new Illinois school aid bill, signed T hu rsday by G overnor 
Stratton, will h e lp the H arrisb urg City schools and h u rt the Har­ 
risburg High school as far as state aid is concerned. 
However, th e bill allows tho H igh school to raise its local tax 
rate from 50 to 65 cents per SHM) assessed valuation 
The City 
school rate is already 85 cents by perm ission of voters. 
Two at­ 
tem pts to increase the High school rate were voted dow n locally. 
U nder the new law the p er capita payment for average daily 
attendance is $200 per pupil as against the obi rate of $172. How­ 
ever, the p a y m en t does not begin until the districts have levied 
50 cents per $100 valuation w hile previously only 40 cents would 
make the district eligible. 
Based on th e High school d istrict assessed valuation the school 
will lose $26,000 “at the botto m ” and gain $22,000 due to the per 
| 
capita increase, for a net loss of $4,000. 
The 65 cent tax levy 
will bring in an additional $39,000, making the net gain $35,000 - 
all out of local taxpayers pockets. 
The City schools will lose $18,000 by the qualification bracket 
and will gain $38,000 by the increased per capita paym ent for a 
I 
net gain of $20,000. 
These fig u res are all approxim ate. 
The High school, for the y ear just ended Ju n e 30, had a deficit 
of $41,000, has lost some te a c h e rs because the school's salary 
schedule is lo w er than paid elsew here, and has been forced to 
I 
curtail some educational activities. 
Added incom e un d er the new 
local levy will p erm it a slight increase in the o peratin g budget, 
but will not overcom e the deficit. 
The City schools also had a deficit at the end of th e June 30 
v ear—about $20,000, but this was anticipated when the budget was 
I 
drawn for the 1954-55 school year, and the local tax levy m ade last 
Septem ber, on w hich collections are now being m ade, will remove 
most of the deficit during the year w hich began Ju ly I 
Due to the sm aller assessed value of the City schools district 


i 
and a higher enrollm ent, the City schools have alw ays shared more 
state funds. 
L ast year the state paid approxim ately $185,000 of the

City schools o p era tin g expenses— m ore than local taxpayers paid 
fo r educational purposes, but not as much as th e total local tax
